SERVICES HERE 


Anniversary Sunday will be ob- 


served at Trinity Evangelical Re- 
formed church, Sunday with special 
services morning and evening. This 
day marks the 151st anniversary of 
the founding of the congregation. 


Particular emphasis for this year 


will surround the 90th anniversary 
of the building of the present edi- 
fice, the corner stone of which was 
laid May 22, 1851. The Rev. Dr. 
Benjamin S. Schneck ,a former pas- 
tor, consecrated the new building 
May 1, 1852. It was built at a cost 
of $3,000. A description of the build- 
ing of that day says: "It was very 
plain. There was not the least bit 
of ornamentation about, it. 
The 


windows were square with plain 
glass before which were Venetian 
shades. There was an end gallery 
for the choir ana a cabinet organ. 
The pulpit was large; there was a 
small "altar on the floor in front of 
it, and no chancel railing. The bell 
that now hangs in the tower occu- 
pied a small beilry on the front end 
of the roof. For heat in cold weath- 
er stoves were used. The pews were 
fairly comfortablt and each was en- 
tered bv a door."'

"An Army of two million men is 


only a joke today when a trained 
machine of eight ',0 ten million men 
is an absolute necessity for the Unit- 
ed States," Colonel Ph'Iip Matthews, 
Carlisle, executive director of the 
Pennsylvania dnlsion of the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars, said in an 
address in the court house here 
Tuesday evening ot a re-organiza- 
tion meeting of tne local post of the 
VFW. 


Colonel Matthews, whose recent 


dismissal as state chief of the WPA, 
effective October 31, created a state- 
wide sensation in political circles, 
does not RJresec a post-war de- 
pression but a great labor shortage 
while the United States "re-builds 
a devastated Europe." 
He stated 


he believes a united states of Europe 
is a future certainty. 


The speaker urged the veterans to 


organize and tak» the leadership in 
the nation's current crisis. He point- 
ed to the value of their foreign serv- 
ice in aiding them in advising and 
serving their country in the mat- 
jter of civilian defense.

A svnt&etic road, complete wltn 


curves and markers, will be set up 
in tbe American Royal pavilion. 
Spectators—selected safety engin- 
eers, physicians, judges, highway 
patrolmen and police officers—will 
serve as a board of judges to grade 
the drivers. 


At least thirty will be tested in a

as possible that Hitler might make one thrust toward Astrakhan and another toward the Caucasus oil 
fields (arrow's), which would bring General WaveU’s forces marching up through Iran.

ing pressure for transport of Nazi forces across Turkey in a counter-move.

JUST A PERSON 


Sir Walter Raleigh, the English 
author, once said of Charles Lamb 
that he "was not a poet, or essay­ 
ist, or critic—he was a person.” 
That statement covered a large 
area. for no other man In English 
letters did more to draw loyal 
friends to his side than did Charles 
Lamb. 
Lamb had no ambition for public 
office, for fame, or for any be­ 
stowed honors. 
He just wished to 
have friends, to enjoy them, to do 
his task honorably, whatever it 
might be, and let it go at that. 
The most lasting literary produc­ 
tion was Lamb himself, for no man 
in all English literature was so be­ 
loved in his day, or in ours. 
What a high tribute to be—just 
a person! 
How much that statement holds 
Each of us can run over in our 
mind the names of any number of 
people without honoring them with 
such a tribute, for a person is quite 
apart from a mere human being.

'Amazing diet deficiencies" among 
school children from rich homes and 
poor alike have been uncovered ha 
a six-year study of a group of 
typical communities. 


And to remedy this malnutrition, 


the WPA plans to install in Penn- 
sylvania for the first time in the 
nation a program of "tailor-made" 
lunches designed specially for the 
groups studied to see that they re- 
ceive vital food nutrients which they 
are not "likely to_get at home." 


The survey was conducted by the 


Ellen H. Richards Institute at Penn- 
sylvania State College. Discussing 
it, Colonel Philip Mathews, Penn- 
sylvania WPA administrator, said: 


All Classes Affected 


"The general lack of necessary 


nutrients in the diet was found to 
be widespread among the children 
of the rich and poor alike, although 
it was more pronounced among 
children of parents of the lower in- 
come groups. 


"And 
contrary to common belief, 


the diet of the rural child is equally 
as deficient as that of the city-bred 
child of comparable income." 


For example, he said, none of the 


children, regardless of their home 
living standards, received enough 
protein, the chief nutrient found in 
milk, meat, fish, poultry and eggs 
This deficiency ranged from an 
average of seven per cent below an 
"adequate daily intake" in children 
in the highest income group to 30 
per cent among those from poor 
families. The lack hi bone-building 
calcium was from 18 to 55 per cent
